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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hines, Sr. in view of Paul. 

Hines, Sr. shows a tank 18; discharge port 20; supply tube 24; and first and 
second pinch valves 33, 35 (and associated structures) as seen in Figure 6b. Hines, Sr. 
lacks the pressurized fluid inlet between the pinch valves. Paul shows a fluid inlet at the 
connection between 29 and 16 with an air supply 15, 16, 18, 25, 26. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the pressurized fluid inlet as taught 
by Paul on the device of Hines, Sr. in order blend the particulate material which would 
enhance the quality and the dispensing of the substance. Note, dispensing mold 
coating agent is intended use as the device of Hines, Sr. is clearly capable of 
dispensing this substance. 

3. Claim 15-17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Paul 
in view of Liao et al. 

Paul shows a tank 2; supply tube 16; valves 18 and 19; and pressurized fluid 
inlet at the connection between 29 and 16. Paul lacks the measuring device. Liao et al. 
shows a slide cutting measuring means 20 having a measuring portion 22 and piston 
24, the piston helping to define a void as seen in Figure 3. It would have been obvious 
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to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the measuring means as taught by Liao et al. 
on the device of Paul in order to allow for dispensing of accurately measured, discrete 
units of material. . Further, providing a cylinder instead of the box structure 30 would 
have been obvious in order to prevent material from clogging in the corners of a box. 
Note, dispensing mold coating agent is intended use as the device of Paul is clearly 
capable of dispensing this substance. 

4. Claims 2, 3, and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hines, Sr. as modified by Paul as applied to claims 1 and 7 above, and further in 
view of Liao et al. 

Hines, Sr. and Paul have been discussed above, but lack the measuring means. 
Liao et al. shows a slide cutting measuring means 20 having a measuring portion 22 
and piston 24, the piston helping to define a void as seen in Figure 3. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the measuring means as 
taught by Liao et al. on the device of Hines, Sr. and Paul in order to allow for dispensing 
of accurately measured, discrete units of material. Further, providing a cylinder instead 
of the box structure 30 would have been obvious in order to prevent material from 
clogging in the corners of the box. Note, dispensing mold coating agent is intended use 
as the device of Hines, Sr. is clearly capable of dispensing this substance.

5. Claims 11-14 and 1 8-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
